To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers. 

Madam  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1962. 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  the  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  according  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  No.  1/63  of  13th  January,  1963. 

In  this  letter  I should  like  to  refer  briefly  to  items  of  interest  in  the 
different  sections. 

Section  A deals  with  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  and  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  population  figure  showed  an  increase  of  60  on  the  previous 
year.  The  death  rate  10.44  per  1,000  of  population  showed  an  increase 
on  the  previous  year  when  it  was  7.95,  but  this  was  one  of  the  lowest  rates 
recorded.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  second  year  in  suc- 
cession the  Infant  Mortality  rate  was  Nil,  and  for  the  seventh  year  there 
were  no  deaths  from  puerperal  causes.  No  deaths  occurred  from  Tubercu- 
losis. Once  again  the  greatest  cause  of  death  was  due  to  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulatory  system,  and  28  of  the  40  deaths  came  under  this 
heading.  Eight  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  coronary  disease  or  angina, 
which  is  the  same  number  as  for  the  previous  year.  However,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  majority  of  these  deaths  occur  in  the  older  age 
groups.  There  were  six  Cancer  deaths,  the  same  number  as  the  previous 
year,  but  only  one  death  was  due  to  malignant  neoplasm  of  lung  or 
bronchus.  The  birth  rate,  12.53  per  1,000  population,  showed  a fall,  the 
previous  year  being  15.38. 

Details  of  the  Health  Services  available  for  the  area  are  given  in 
Section  B and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  area  is  well  covered  by  the  different 
branches  of  the  Health  Services.  An  account  of  the  activities  of  the  old 
folks’  committee  for  the  year  is  also  given  in  this  section,  and  it  will  be 
seen  that  this  Committee  carries  out  a very  useful  function  in  the  Borough. 

Information  concerning  water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  trade  wastes, 
etc.,  will  be  found  in  Section  C.  The  most  interesting  item  in  this  section 
is  the  provision  of  pre-treatment  plants  by  manufacturers  at  their  works 
in  an  effort  to  improve  the  discharges  into  the  town  sewers  and  decrease 
the  strength  of  the  trade  wastes  when  they  arrive  at  the  sewage  works.

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  the  past  due  to  the  strength  and 
volume  of  trade  wastes  in  the  Crude  Sewage.  The  results  of  these  efforts 
will  be  watched  with  interest  and  its  effect  upon  the  final  effluent  from 
the  sewage  works.  It  will  be  then  possible  to  see  what  further  extensions 
or  improvements  will  be  required  at  these  works. 

Section  D is  concerned  with  housing  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Council  continued  with  its  building  programme.  The  scheme  to  re- 
develop the  Spring  Gardens  Clearance  area  with  bungalows  for  old 
persons  with  accommodation  for  a Warden  is  an  excellent  one,  and  should 
provide  extra  valuable  accommodation  for  the  old  folk  of  the  Borough. 
Private  development  continued  during  the  year  and  a further  site  for  66 
houses  was  approved.  The  Council  continued  its  Slum  Clearance  pro- 
gramme and  14  further  houses  were  represented.  Seven  families  were 
rehoused  from  Clearance  areas.  Persons  in  the  Borough  are  encouraged 
to  apply  for  Improvement  Grants  and  14  were  approved  during  the  year. 

Information  concerning  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  will 
be  found  in  Section  E. 

Section  F contains  information  with  regard  to  infectious  diseases 
and  the  numbers  receiving  inoculations.  The  number  of  vaccinations 
against  smallpox  showed  a very  considerable  increase  due  to  cases  of 
imported  smallpox  occurring  in  the  country.  Parents  would  be  well 
advised  to  see  that  their  children  are  vaccinated  and  not  wait  until  a 
scare  occurs.  Measles  was  the  most  common  of  the  infectious  diseases 
when  106  cases  were  notified,  otherwise  there  were  very  few  cases  of 
other  diseases. 

Acknowledgements  for  information  supplied  for  this  report  are 
appended  and  I am  grateful  once  again  to  Mr.  Plummer  for  his  help  and 
assistance  throughout  the  year,  and  Miss  Pearson  for  her  help  in  compiling 
this  report.  I should  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  throughout 
the  year.

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SECTION  A. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Area — The  Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers  covers  an  area  of  1,945 
acres.  The  density  of  population  is  1.9  persons  per  acre.  The  number 
of  separate  dwellings  occupied  is  1,336,  and  the  housing  factor  is  2.8 
persons  per  house. 

Population — The  Registrar-General  in  his  returns  for  the  year  1962 
gives  the  population  for  the  Borough  as  3,830.  This  shows  an  increase 
of  60  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase,  i.e.,  the 
number  of  births  compared  with  deaths,  was  8. 

Deaths — Forty  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year  which  gives  a 
death  rate  of  10.44  per  1,000  of  population.  This  shows  a rise  on  the 
previous  year  when  the  rate  was  7.95.  The  death  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1962  was  11.9.  Table  No.  1 in  Section  H gives  a classification 
of  the  causes  of  death,  and  once  again  it  will  be  seen  that  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulatory  system  were  by  far  the  greatest  cause  of  death. 
Deaths  due  to  these  causes  numbered  28  as  compared  with  17  in  the  previous 
year.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  majority  of  deaths 
occurring  under  this  heading  are  amongst  persons  in  the  older  age  groups. 
Coronary  disease  or  angina  may  occur  in  the  younger  age  groups.  Eight 
deaths  were  due  to  this  cause,  and  this  is  the  same  number  as  in  the 
previous  year.  Once  again  more  female  deaths  than  male  occurred  from 
this  cause.  There  were  six  deaths  due  to  Cancer,  which  is  the  same 
number  as  the  previous  year.  Only  one  of  these  deaths  was  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  compared  with  two  in  the  previous  year. 
For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis, 
which  is  pleasing  to  report.  A comparison  between  the  death  rates  for 
England  and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County  and  the  Borough  of 
Higham  Ferrers  over  the  last  five  years  is  given  in  the  following  table  :

Births — Forty-eight  live  births  were  recorded  which  gives  a rate  of 
12.53  per  1,000  of  population.  This  shows  a fall  on  the  rate  for  the 
previous  year  when  the  rate  was  15.38.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1962  was  18.0.  In  the  following  table  a comparison  is  shown 
between  the  birth  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  the  Administrative 
County  and  the  Borough  over  the  last  five  years  :

Stillbirths — Three  stillbirths  were  recorded  which  gives  a rate  of  0.78 
per  1,000  of  population.  There  were  no  stillbirths  in  the  previous  year. 

Illegitimate  Births — Two  illegitimate  births  occurred  which  is  the 
same  number  as  the  previous  year.  The  rate  was  0.52  per  1,000  of 
population  compared  with  0.53  in  the  previous  year. 

Infant  Mortality — For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  infant  deaths 
occurred,  which  is  very  satisfactory.  Table  No.  6 in  Section  H gives  a 
record  of  the  rate  over  many  years,  and  from  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Borough  has  been  maintained  at  a satis- 
factory low  rate  over  a considerable  period.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  for  1962  was  20.7  per  1,000  live  births. 

Neonatal  Mortality— This  is  a subdivision  of  the  infant  mortality 
rate  and  is  concerned  with  infant  deaths  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life. 
The  rate  for  this  was  also  Nil  for  the  second  year. 

The  rate  for  deaths  within  the  first  week  of  life  naturally  was  also  Nil 
again  for  the  second  year.  The  following  table  gives  a comparison 
between  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  the 
Administrative  County  and  the  Borough  over  the  last  five  years  :

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Laboratory  Service — The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton 
which  comes  under  Dr.  Hoyle  serves  the  area.  Samples  of  water  for 
bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  this  laboratory.  Also  milk,  ice- 
cream, churn  rinses,  etc.,  are  examined  at  this  laboratory.  Further 
facilities  for  the  area  are  provided  by  the  laboratory  attached  to  the  Park 
Hospital,  Wellingborough,  and  the  Rushden  Memorial  Hospital,  The 
Hay  way,  Rushden.  These  laboratories  are  part  of  the  main  laboratory 
at  Kettering  General  Hospital  and  come  under  Dr.  Voss. 

Ambulance  Service,  Home  Nursing  and  Home  Help  Service— These 
services  are  supplied  by  the  County  Council  and  function  extremely 
efficiently.  The  Home  Help  service  can  be  of  great  assistance  to  families 
in  times  of  crises,  and  help  to  tide  them  over  until  once  again  they  can 
run  their  own  affairs.  It  also  provides  a great  service  for  old  folks  living 
alone  who  find  it  difficult  to  look  after  themselves.

Infant  Welfare  Centres — An  Infant  Welfare  Centre  which  comes 
under  the  County  Council  is  held  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Thursday  of  the 
month  at  the  Methodist  Church  Rooms,  High  Street. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — Section  47  of  this  Act  is  concerned 
with  the  welfare  of  old  folk  living  on  their  own  who  are  not  fit  to  look 
after  themselves.  No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

The  Old  Folks’  Welfare  Committee  continues  to  carry  out  its  excellent 
work  in  the  Borough.  Details  of  their  activities  have  been  supplied  to  me 
by  the  Committee's  Hon.  Secretary,  Mrs.  W.  D.  White,  and  are  as  follows  : 

The  Secretary  attended  the  National  O.P.W.  Conference  as  a repre- 
sentative of  the  Borough  Council.  Four  Committee  members  attended  the 
County  Conference  at  Northampton,  and  also  a day  conference  at  Knuston 


Hall. 


The  membership  of  the  Darby  and  Joan  Club  is  increasing.  This 
may  be  due  to  the  compulsory  retirement  at  65  years.  The  average 
attendance  at  meetings  is  about  70.  Proprietary  foods  at  concessionary 
prices  are  now  available  to  members.  Members  are  conveyed  to  the 
weekly  meeting  by  coach  at  a cost  of  £2  per  week.  A room  is  made 
available  in  the  Parish  Rooms  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  afternoons  for 
men,  and  16  to  20  attend.  This  has  been  so  popular  that  the  room  has 
been  booked  from  October  1963  to  Easter  1964. 

Chiropody — 289  patients  received  treatment  at  the  clinic  and  104 
domiciliary  visits  were  made. 

Hospital  Visits — There  is  a hospital  rota  kept,  and  monthly  visits 
to  the  Park  Hospital  are  made  by  members.  Patients  from  the  Borough 
vary  from  9 to  14,  and  each  received  2/6,  and  this  is  increased  to  5/-  at 
Christmas. 
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Some  90  pensioners  have  joined  the  Rushden  Hospital  Contributory 
Fund. 

Meals  on  Wheels — 13  meals  are  delivered  twice  weekly  to  pensioners 
living  alone  or  housebound.  During  the  year  1,390  meals  were  delivered. 

Handicrafts — A commendable  scheme  providing  pleasurable  re- 
munerative employment  for  many. 

Holidays — 31  persons  visited  Clacton  under  the  County  Scheme. 
The  Round  Tablers  assisted  with  luggage  collection.  Other  outings  to 
A.T.V.  Stations,  Birmingham,  Hunstanton,  Stamford,  and  to  see  the 
Christmas  lights  at  Northampton,  were  made.

SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Water  Supply — The  Higham  Ferrers  and  Rushden  Water  Board 
supplies  the  area.  All  water  supplied  by  the  Board  is  treated.  The 
sources  of  supply  of  this  Board  are  as  follows  : 

(1)  Sywell  reservoir,  which  is  situated  in  the  Wellingborough  Rural 
District,  and  has  a capacity  of  236,000,000  gallons.  The  area  is  68 \ 
acres,  and  the  reservoir  is  dependent  upon  springs  and  rainwater  from 
the  surrounding  catchment  area.  Two  small  brooks  flow  into  the  reser- 
voir. Treatment  of  water  consists  of  filtration  by  means  of  slow  sand 
filters,  and  also  rapid  gravel  filtration  followed  by  chlorination. 

(2)  Hardwater  Crossing,  Wollaston.  The  source  of  supply  here  is 
from  wells  sunk  in  the  Nene  River  gravels.  The  yield  from  these  wells  is 
approximately  250,000  gallons  per  day.  Treatment  here  consists  of 
mechanical  filtration  and  then  chlorination. 

(3)  Ditchford.  Here  water  is  extracted  from  the  gravels  by  porous 
concrete  collector  ducts  approximately  600  yards  in  length,  which  are 
laid  in  the  alluvial  gravels  adjacent  to  Ditchford  lake.  The  yield  from 
this  source  is  approximately  75,000  gallons  per  day.  Treatment  consists 
of  rapid  gravel  filtration,  partial  softening,  aeration,  and  finally 
chlorination. 

(4)  Further  sources  of  supply  are  the  Earls  Barton  gravel  well  and 
springs  at  Grendon. 

Quality  of  Water — Chemical  analysis  of  samples  of  water  were  taken 
during  the  year,  and  the  results  of  two  of  these  samples  were  as  follows  :

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage — These  are  modern  works 
and  were  constructed  in  1954.  Unfortunately  due  to  the  strong  trade 
wastes  and  the  fact  that  the  domestic  sewage  is  not  sufficient  in  quantity 
to  dilute  down  the  trade  wastes,  the  final  effluent  produced  by  these  works 
does  not  come  up  to  the  Royal  Commission  Standards.  Trade  wastes 
constitute  nearly  50%  of  the  total  volume  of  crude  sewage  arriving  at  the 
works.  In  an  effort  to  overcome  these  difficulties  the  Council  approached 
the  manufacturers  in  the  Borough  and  requested  them  to  pre-treat  their 
trade  wastes  before  discharging  them  into  the  town’s  sewers.  Satisfactory 
co-operation  has  been  received  from  the  trade  and  pre-treatment  plants 
have  been  installed  at  all  but  one  factory  in  the  Borough.  This  one 
remaining  factory  is  endeavouring  to  purchase  some  adjacent  land  so 
that  a pre-treatment  plant  can  be  constructed.  These  plants  are  all  now 
in  operation  and  although  some  teething  troubles  have  been  experienced, 
these  have  been  overcome.  The  Council’s  Consultants  have  now  been 
instructed  to  carry  out  investigations  of  Crude  sewage  arriving  at  the 
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works  to  see  what  improvement  has  occurred  and  then  to  advise  further 
with  regard  to  any  extra  necessary  works  required  to  be  carried  out  to 
the  Council’s  Sewage  disposal  plant  in  an  endeavour  to  improve  the 
Final  Effluent  at  these  works.  The  Council  has  tried  many  different 
schemes  to  improve  the  final  effluent,  sand  filtration  of  final  effluent, 
addition  of  alumino  ferric  100  p.p.m.  to  final  humus  tank,  and  now  are 
contemplating  running  the  final  effluent  over  sloping  grass  land.  The 
Council  purchased  a cesspool  emptier  to  assist  in  the  emptying  of  the 
sludge  from  the  pre-treatment  plant  set  up  at  the  different  factories. 
This  has  not  been  as  fully  employed  as  was  expected  and  more  frequent 
emptying  of  tanks  may  be  advisable. 

The  following  chemical  analysis  of  crude  sewage  before  the  installa- 
tion of  the  pre-treatment  plants,  and  after,  along  with  the  results  of  Final 
effluent  from  the  sewage  works  is  given  for  comparison  :

Closet  Accommodation — All  houses  within  the  Borough  are  connected 
to  the  main  sewers.  A few  houses  in  outlying  areas  are  not. 


Disinfection — Two  houses  were  disinfected  following  infectious 
diseases  and  50  articles  of  clothing  and  4 library  books  were  disinfected.

Movable  Dwellings — The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  1960 — Four  visits  to  sites  were  made  during  the  year.  One  site 
licence  was  renewed,  and  one  discontinued. 


Disinfestation — Various  seasonal  insect  pests  were  dealt  with.  The 
previous  year  wasps  gave  most  trouble  but  ants  were  the  main  pest 
during  the  year  under  review. 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 — Three  complaints  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year.  Difficulty  arises  when  residential  property  is  in  close 
proximity  to  industrial  premises.  On  investigating  complaints  it  is 
noted  that  the  management  of  premises  concerned  made  every  endeavour 
to  help  and  wished  to  cause  as  little  disturbance  as  possible.  This  fact 
was  appreciated.

HOUSING 


In  1962  the  Council  constructed  8 old  persons  bungalows  and  6 two 
bedroomed  houses.  These  dwellings  were  erected  on  the  Elizabeth  Way 
Estate. 

Seven  families  comprising  24  persons  were  re-housed  from  Clearance 
areas.  The  year  saw  the  clearance  of  the  majority  of  families  from  the 
Spring  Gardens  area.  Plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  re-development 
of  this  area,  where  it  is  proposed  to  erect  14  old  folk’s  bungalows,  and 
include  a Warden’s  accommodation  and  recreation  room.  It  is  satisfying 
to  be  able  to  re-develop  an  area  that  has  been  cleared,  and  this  should 
turn  out  to  be  a most  attractive  site  for  old  folk.  Fourteen  houses 
comprising  the  High  Street /Northampton  Road  Clearance  area  were 
represented  during  the  year  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

Improvement  Grants — Fourteen  Improvement  Grants  were  approved 
during  the  year.  This  is  important  work,  and  owners  and  householders 
should  be  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  availing  themselves  of  these 
grants.  Besides  providing  necessary  amenities  it  means  that  houses  are 
improved  and  brought  up  to  standard,  whereas,  if  left,  may  deteriorate 
and  eventually  become  unfit. 

Private  Development — Seventeen  houses  were  constructed  during 
the  year  and  a further  15  were  in  the  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Approval  has  been  given  for  the  development  of  a further  private 
estate,  where  it  is  proposed  to  erect  66  dwellings. 

Housing  Applications — There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  applications  for  Council  houses  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  The  majority  of  these  applicants,  however,  would  appear  to  be 
from  Clearance  areas.  The  following  gives  information  concerning  these 
applications  :

Milk  Supply  — Milk  supplies  are  obtained  from  outside  the  Borough. 
The  major  part  of  milk  consumed  in  the  area  is  pasteurised.  There  are 
two  pasteurisation  plants  situated  in  neighbouring  authorities.  These 
plants  are  frequently  inspected  and  samples  of  milk  regularly  examined. 
Also  wash  bottle  and  churn  rinses  taken.  It  is  my  opinion  that  milk 
samples  should  be  taken  in  the  Borough  and  this  now  is  carried  out. 

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice-Cream— Twelve  premises  are  registered 
for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  No  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the  area,  it  is 
all  pre-packed.  Samples  should  be  taken  in  the  area  and  this  now  is 
being  done. 

Slaughterhouses — There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough  but  once  again  neighbouring  authorities  have  licensed  slaughter- 
houses and  all  meat  killed  for  human  consumption  is  inspected.

The  introduction  of  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  a step  forward  in  pre- 
ventive medicine.  It  consists  of  live  virus  having  lost  its  virulence  by 
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special  selection  and  method  of  culture  and  this  is  able  when  administered 
by  mouth  to  confer  protection  against  virulent  poliomyelitis  virus. 

Tuberculosis — No  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year.  One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurred  during  the  previous 
year.

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  has  not  been  a death  in  the  Borough 
from  Tuberculosis  for  five  years.  No  notifications  were  received  of  new 
cases  during  the  year  but  further  cases  have  cropped  up  in  this  present 
year  which  brings  to  mind  the  fact  that  one  can  never  be  complacent 
about  Tuberculosis  but  must  be  ever  watchful  and  ready  to  take  im- 
mediate preventive  action  with  regard  to  spread.  It  is  such  a slow 
developing  disease  that  a case  may  be  well  established  before  being 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  family  doctor  and  if  the  patient  has  a positive 
sputum  there  is  always  the  danger  of  further  cases.  The  number  of 
cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as  follows  :

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The  After-Care  Committee  continues  to  carry  out  its  excellent  work  in 
the  Borough  and  has  continued  to  accept  cases  of  disorders  of  the  chest 
other  than  tuberculosis.  Grants  to  patients  include  milk,  eggs,  provisions 
and  groceries  and  a special  Christmas  gift  to  each  patient.  Patients  in 
Rushden  Hospital  were  visited  and  a party  to  patients  and  staff  of  the 
Sanatorium  was  given  in  January. 

The  Committee  was  represented  at  the  Spring  and  Autumn  Con- 
ferences of  the  Northampton  and  County  Care  Committee.  I had  the 
pleasure  of  addressing  the  After-Care  Committee  at  their  Annual  General 
Meeting  when  I spoke  of  the  progress  made  in  preventive  Medicine  over 
the  years  and  also  gave  consideration  to  the  future.  Hospital  services 
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and  County  Health  Services  have  drawn  up  a ten-year  plan.  Voluntary 
Organisations  should  be  ready  to  play  their  part  in  the  future  to  fit  in 
with  these  plans. 

Dysentery — No  cases  were  notified. 

Food  Poisoning — No  cases  have  been  notified  for  the  last  five  years. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea  and  Vomiting — It  was  interesting  to  learn  that 
a team  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  was  to  be  set  up  to  investigate 
outbreaks  of  virus  diarrhoea  which  occur  in  the  country.  In  my  Annual 
Reports  over  the  last  few  years  I have  repeatedly  drawn  attention  to 
outbreaks  of  diarrhoea  which  in  my  opinion  were  of  virus  origin.  They 
have  been  very  difficult  to  control  as  the  exact  method  of  spread  is 
unknown.  They  have  been  too  widespread  to  depend  upon  the  usual 
channels  of  spread  for  the  excremental  diseases  and  one  wondered  if 
spread  was  occurring  also  by  the  respiratory  system  in  the  form  of  droplet 
infection.  The  findings  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  team  will  be  of 
extreme  interest. 

With  outbreaks  of  diarrhoea  of  virus  origin  a watch  must  always  be 
kept  to  exclude  possible  bacterial  causes,  otherwise  an  epidemic  of  dysen- 
tery or  one  of  the  Salmonella’s  could  easily  be  overlooked.

FACTORIES  ACT,  1961 


There  are  40  factories  on  the  register  and  58  visits  were  made  during 
the  year.  As  a result  of  these  visits,  the  number  of  cases  in  which  defects 
were  found  was  18,  thirteen  of  which  were  remedied.
